Steamship Burned.

The escapes, for such they proved 
to be, not obeying the command, 
the sheriff shot at them, when they 
at once dismounted and took to 
the brush. ‘The officers procured a 
light and got their trail, which 
they followed until 4 o’clock, when 
they lost it and were obliged to wait 
until daylight. At daylight they 
experienced some difficulty in find- 
ing their tracks again, as they had 
taken the precaution jnot to step on 
the ground, but had picked their way 
along on the roeks.
